Report of Supt. of Schools 


To THE CITIZENS OF THE TOWN OF WESTON: 
The Superintendent of Schools presents the following report: — 


Probably all of the people are familiar with the change in the 
educational laws of the State which made a revision of the: 
supervisory districts mandatory. At the meeting held in Chester 
your directors decided to unite with Windham, Landgrove, Peru 
and six towns from the Windsor South District, namely Andover, 
Baltimore, Cavendish, Chester, Duttonsville I. D., and London- 
derry and formed the Windsor Southwest District. Mr. Warren 
Heald of Chester was elected chairman and Mrs. Mary Ogden of 
Landgrove was elected secretary. This reorganization made a 
more compact district and one that could be supervised more - 
efficiently. 

This year two new teachers were engaged to replace two that 
resigned; Miss Harriet Hall, a graduate of the three-year course 
at Lyndon Normal School, was hired to teach the primary room 
in the village and Miss Mildred Sabin, a graduate of Castleton 
with one year’s experience, was hired to teach in the Bennett 
School. 

On the recommendation of the Vermont Educational Commis- 
sion the Legislature in 1935 increased the State’s part of the total 
cost of the public schools from 10.1% in 1934-1935 to about 17% 
in 1935-1936. This was an important step in the direction of 
having the State assume a fairer share of the load. The educa- 
tional job to be done in each town is measured, under the new 
plan, in terms of ‘‘equated” pupils. After the town contributes 
to its schools 17c on the dollar of its grand list, the State adds to 
this enough to make $15.00 per “equated pupil.’”’ The local con- 
tribution of 17c on its grand list is less per equated pupil for 
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poorer towns and hence they receive more State help. The 
State’s share of public school cost in Vermont is still much lower 
than that of the average state and should gradually be increased 
so that the towns which are taxing themselves heavily to support 
their schools would be able gradually to bring their taxes down 
to normal. 

It is the opinion of a large number of educators that the State 
should contribute more than $15.00 per equated pupil. This 
year your town received $1,154.02 from the State as compared 
with $983.10 the amount received last year. 

This year new Geography books and new Histories were pur- 
chased for all the pupils. The Rugg books were purchased for all 
seventh and eighth grade pupils and other necessary books to 
replace wornout copies were provided. This necessitates a 
larger expenditure this year for books than was usually spent in 
your town. However, this matter was discussed with your 
Board and they felt it was much better to buy these books at 
once than to spread the buying out over a period of years. This 
coming year new English books and new Arithmetic books should 
be provided for all pupils. 

The interior of the Bennett school has been redecorated. This 
work is being paid for by the school with the help from the com- 
munity money. The school is also planning to install running 
water soon with the aid of this fund. The building at the village 
should be redecorated as soon as possible, and some work must be 
done on the lighting if you wish a standard plate for your building. 

The new sidewalk that was built this summer is proving very 
beneficial, and as soon as possible the school yard should be 
graded. 

The Superintendent wishes to congratulate the school direc- 
tors for their untiring efforts to provide the best possible schools 
for your children, and he thanks the parents and teachers for 
their co-operation.

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Achievements and Needs 


Aided by generous friends, the people of Weston have achieved 
much during the past year. Among the most notable of these 
achievements may be noted: 


The former Congregational church, later called Peabody hall, 
has been remodeled in memory of Herbert O. Bailey, and is now 


known as the Weston Playhouse. The building is a beautiful 


example of Colonial architecture and is well equipped as a little 
theatre. 


The collection of antiques and historical material in the 


Farrar-Mansur house was of interest to over 3000 people during 
the past year. New small paned windows, new clapboards and 
white paint have transformed the old building. The grounds 
have been graded and an old time garden laid out back of the 
house. 


A mural history of Weston may be seen in the Farrar-Mansur 
house, while the walls of the Playhouse display four murals 
depicting the development of the American stage. The last 
named was a VERA art project. 


Further progress has been made in carrying out the plans to 
beautify the interior of the Church. This is being done in 
Colonial style to harmonize with other public buildings. 


The old iron bridge has been replaced with a cement structure 
of pleasing design. The addition of two electric lights on the 
upper side of the bridge would improve its appearance. 


New seats have been given for the park, and the band-stand 
newly painted. The Farrar-Park Association has a limited 
membership. It deserves whole hearted support if its efforts to 
grade and improve the park are to become effective. Financial 
aid from interested friends as well as a closer co-operation with 


other groups interested in village improvement may be the 


solution of this problem. 


The C.C.C. workers are building roads through the National 
Forest. 


The Rod and Gun Club has been instrumental in establishing 
a State game refuge and the planting of trout in local streams. 


Two years ago a fire pump was purchased. A fire company 
has now been organized and men thoroughly trained to handle 
the pump. 
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The organization of a cemetery association has been advocated 
for many years. Such an association could do much to improve 
the appearance of the three cemeteries in town. 


Considerable work has been done in grading the grounds of 
the village school. This should be completed as funds are avail- 
able to carry on the work. 


The so-called ‘‘town house’’ needs repairs; kitchen facilities 
are urgently needed in the town hall; and the Johnson land, which 
was bought by public subscription and deeded to the town, 
should be graded and made available for some public use. 


The town, its organizaion and residents can do much to con- 
tinue the splendid improvement which during the past year 
has earned Weston wide spread publicity in magazines and 
newspapers of national and local circulation. In this way it may 
prove that a Vermont hill town can and will build for itself a 
community of beauty and culture worthy of its citizens and their 


New England heritage. 
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
